Sir Gardner' Wilkihson,. in his^writing 


about the antiquities of, Egypt, describes 
the early needles as made'ol bronze, hut 
generally without eyes. fJow and.tben 'a 
regular needle was made. Its length was 
from three to four inches.

. In the fourteenth century, needles were 
manufactured at Nuremberg, Germany. 
Their .-history in England is .but, little 
known. Perhaps the most curious needle 
in oxistenr?'« in, ihe possession of Queen 
Victoria. 
Il was made at the celebrated 


needle manufactory at Reditch, and repre- 
sents the column of Trajan in miniature. 
This welfknown Roman column is adorn- 
ed with numerous scenes in sculpture which . 
immortalize Trajan's heroic actions in war. 
On this diminutive needle scenes in me 
life of Queen Victoria are represented in 
relief, but so finely cut and so small that it 
requires A magnifying glass to. see them.

Victoria ntedle can, moreover, be 


opened ; it contains a number of needles 
of smaller siie, which, are equally adorned 
with sceiKs'm relief.— Tray limes.
